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Batumi Harbor (41-39N, 41-38E) 


i. The Qi] Docks, There are four oil docks in the Neftyanaya (Petroleum) Basin 
of very y solia wooden construction. Dock No, 1 is 70 to 80 meters in length, 
while No, 2 and No. 3 docks are somewhat longer. Dock No. 4 is slightly 
smaller tlan Lock No. 1, See attachea sketch of Batumi Harbor. 


a, Vessels loaaing oil ao not tie up to these docks, but to ouoys peiaced 
nearby. It was estimated that the aepth of the water near docks 3 and 
4 was aporoximately 30 feet, Docxs No. 1, 2 and 3 will service vessels up 
to 15,000 tons, while Dock No. 4 will only service sraller vessels. 


b, Each oil aock is equipped with eleven or twelve pipe lines for different 
types of oils, 


c. The mole has a hara even surface, It has noe railroad, though a railrcad 
does reach the Neftyanaya Basin, stonping at a gate at the south east 
corner of this area. 


d, At the end of the mole is situated cuite « powerful light.

South Neftyanaya dock. The dock at the southern ena of Neftyanaya Basin is 
constructed of concrete. Its evuipment includes one st:tionary crane with an 
estinatea capacity of fifteen tons. A large warehouse of some age is situated 
just behind this crane. A road in very poor condition connects the eastern 
and western gales leading to the Neftyanaya Basin. There are a number of 
railroad tracks which lead to the area around the warehouse. These are not 
set in the concrete, but are placed on it. 


3. West Harbor, This part of the harbor consists of a small concrete dock for 
vessels up to 2000 tons and a ship repair yard. This repair yard is the only 
one in the port of Batumi. There were no drydocks or floating drydocks 
observed anywhere in the harbor. 
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Kabotazhnaye. _(Cabotage) Harbor. This section of the harbor is very shallow 
and is only used by rowboats.
